In 
less than three years after receiving 
his life sentence he has been given his 
liberty and is again a menace and free 
to join the ranks of bandits and mur- 
derers. 

“Our association, backed by the en- 
tire jewelry trade, has organized the 
industry to fight crime. We have been 
priding ourselves upon the support and 
cojperation we, ‘were receiving from 
the law enforcing and prosecuting bod- 
ies of the gtate. 

“The police department, the state’s 
attorney, the crime commission, and 
other interested public bodies have as- 
sisted enc contributed their support in 
our fight against crime and our strug- 
gle t» make the jewelry industry safe 
for jewelers. 

Perry Parole Big Setback. 

“ The Perry parole has been the most 
serious setback to our effcrts and our 
ambitions that could possibly be imag- 
ined. Criminals and murderers will 
gain new courage and be stimulated to 
commit worse crimes, as the result of

Donegal Celebrates for O’Dennell. 

BELFAST, Ireland, Dec. 14—()— 
The hills of Donegal blazed wtih bon- 
fires tonight to celebrate the eleva- 
tion to the cardinalate of Msgr. Pat- 
rick O’Donnell, archbishop of Armagh, 
who from a cottage has risen to the 
rank of prince of the church. 

From the thirteenth to the | seven- 
teenth centuries the O’Donnells ruled 
in Donegal and no other princely 
Gaelic house produced so many able 
men. They extended their principal- 
ity until it took in half of Connaught. 
They held their own in constant con- 
tention with the O’Neills, and at last 
the two families came nearer than 
Gaelic Ireland had ever done to driv- 
ing out the English. 

Dr. O’Donnell was only 32 when he 
became bishop of Rapahoe, Donegal, in 
which he succeeded the late Cardinal 
Logue. The diocese soon came to 
know him as a masterful young spir- 
itual leader. 

Donegal had been a stronghold of 
the moonshine industry ever since 
there were licensing laws to break. 
All the king’s horses and men and 
policemen and rangers had wholly 
failed to put it down.
